Roses  require  a good  deal  of  moisture,  even  when 
dormant,  and  much  trouble  can  be  traced  to  lack  of  water. 
After  you  receive  your  roses,  if  it  is  intended  to  sell  them 
dormant,  they  are  best  heeled  in  deeply,  protected  from 
wind  and  severe  temperature  changes  and  kept  shaded  and 
well  watered.
